Originally the Romans had a year 
of ten months, but ‘early in their his- 
tory they adopted, from their belief 
in the luck attendant on odd numbers, 
@ lunar year of 355 days, and added 
two new months, January and Febru~ 
ary. To make the necessary adjust- 
ment, referred to in the preceding 
Paragraph, Jews and Greeks inter- 
calated a month from time to time, 
and at the time of Julius Caesar be- 
came dictator the spring festivals oc- 
curred in the nominally summer 
months. To clear away all this con- 
fusion, Caesar, with the help of 
Sosigenes, and Alexandrian astrono- 
mer, undertook a thorough reform of 
the calendar. He effcted it by mak. 
ing the year now called 46 B.C., “the 
year of confusion,” consist of 445 
days, and the succeeding years of 365 
days, with the exception of every 
fourth year, which was to consist of 
366 days. This method of adjusting 
the days is called the Julian calen- 
dar. 

The Julian calendar assumes the 
length of the solar year to he 366% 
days, whereas it is 11 minutes and a 
few seconds less. This annual error 
accumulated as the years rolled on. 
From time to time proposals were 
advanced to rectify the error, but the 
matter was not taken up in earnest 
till 1577, by Pope Gregory XIII,~ As 
in 1582 the vernal equinox occurred 
ft a date (March. 11) ten days earlier 
than it did at the time of the Council

Meat Coming To 
Canada From 
New Zealand 


AUCKLAND, N.Z.—Thirty-two 
hundred tons of a 5,000-ton ex- 
pet meat shipment will 
e shiPpec to Canada and _ the 
United States shortly, the New 
Zealand meat producers’ board 
announced, ; 


The refrigerated freighter Kent is 
expected to complete loading and 
clear the New Zealand coast about 
March 12 and the Port Phillip about 
April 10. 

‘The Kent will carry the full con- 
signment for Canadian merchants— 
some 1,400 tons—and about half the 
3,600 tons intended for the United 
States. The Port Phillip will take 
the balance of 1,800 tons and pos- 
sibly an additional 500 to 600 tons 
of ewe mutton which has been sold 
to a Canadian soup-manufacturing 
firm. 

All but 100 tons of the Canadian 
shipment and all of the American 
shipment will be prime lamb. The 
odd 100 tons bound for Canada will 
be various types of manufacturing 
meat designed to test the market, 
the board said. 

A number of refrigerated ships 
now in New Zealand ports are likely 
to leave for Britain without full car- 
goes of meat. Under normal condi- 
tions at this time of year there 
should be ample meat cargoes avail- 
able, but killings were greatly re- 
tarded this season because of an un- 
usual amount of rain and a conse- 
quent heavy flush of feed, They also 
have heen kept down by late shear- 
ing and the fact that a large num- 
ber of men now engaged in shearing 
would normally be available for 
freezing work. ' 


Plan Big Pulp Mill 
For British Columbia 


VANCOUVER. — British Columbia 
is to have another multi-million dol- 
lay pulp mill linked with a major 
hydro electric development. 

Plans for a $35,000,000 develop- 
ment now are being drawn up and 
some of the details were made known 
recently. 

Plans call for the construction of 
a@ $19,000,000 mill by Western Ply- 
wood company in the Quesnel area 
in north-central B.C., 400 miles 
north ef .here, 

The mill will be supplied with pow- 
er from a project planned by the 
B.C. power commission at a cost of 
$16,000,000. The power project— 
planned for 150,000 horsepower— 
will be built in two stages on .the 
Quesnel river.

There is plenty of evidence to show 
that Canadian housewives do not 
want fat pork. And yet a lot of time, 
effort and feed is being wasted in 
the production of excess fat on hogs. 
Much of this loss can be avoided by 
producing bacon hogs. 

A big job in packing-houses is re- 
moving fat from pork cuts and this 
is done because there is no sale for 
over-fat pork, Some cuts, such as 
the shoulder and breakfast bacon, 
have layers of fat between the mus- 
cles or layer of lean, which cannot be 
cut out, But with cuts such as the 
back or loin, most of the fat can be 
removed, and as a rule, pork backs 
are sold as trimmed loins. “The fat 
is rendered and sold as lard, 

Lard was once a very popular 
cooking fat, and hog raising was 
closely associated with its by-pro- 
duct, lard, In the United States the 
demand for lard and the large 
amount of corn available for feed, 
led to the development of special 
breeds of pigs known as the lard 
breed. These pigs were selected be- 
cause of their ability to put on a very 
thick layer of fat quickly. Today, 
lard is less important. 
to compete as a cooking fat with 
vegetable oi] preparations which are 
often preferred by the housewife. 
Mechanization has also played its 
part in the reduced demand for lard 
as a cooking fat. Machines now do 
much of the heavy physical work 
previously done by hand, and the need 
for fats in the diet of those who un- 
dertook this heavy work has lessen- 
ed. Lumbering is a typical example. 

These trends, says J. G. Lefebvre 
of the Federal Department of Agri- 
culture, have gradually reduced the 
demand for lard as a food fat and 
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LIVES ON TEA—Oswald Beard, 
British veteran of World War I, is 
a puezie to British doctors. He was 
wounded in the ‘stomach and has had 
21 operations, Since 1950 Beard has 
been unable to eat anything. His sole 
diet has been tea—60 cups a day. 
He cannot sleep more than two hours 
a night so he drinks an average of 
two and one half cups of tea an hour. 
But Beard has still another problem. 
The tea ration in England is two 
ounces per person per day and he 
requires four. ind neighbors are 
sharing their tea with him after an 
offer to give up all his other ration 
points to get more tea points was 
turned down, Beard is shown at the 
end of the day—with his daily 60 
cups of tea in front of him as evi- 
dence.—Central Press Canadian.

Grow Pigs for Lard? 


Indeed it has; 


the price has declined. As a result 
lard sells for: less per pound than 
the price paid for a pound of carcass, 
The average wholesale price in Tor- 
onto for lard in November was 1914 
cents a pound; for B, 1 grade car- 


casses 28% cents. In addition the 
lard price must cover the cost and 
loss of rendering the fat, 

The comparatively low price for 
lard is the basic reason for raifing 
bacon hogs which have a high pro- 
portion of lean, ‘and even these must 
undergo some trimming before the 
cuts are acceptable to the consumer, 
That over-finish is a very common 
fault is shown by a recent check of 
hog carcass scale tickets. Of 20,000 
tickets of B. 1 hogs weighing .140- 
170 1b, 74 per cent. had the F-plus 
symbol indicating too much fat. A 
few of these had other faults as well. 
Only 2 per cent. were faulted for 
having too little fat, 

The pigs’ ability to lay on fat or 
store energy for a day of need is 
partly due to his very good appetite, 
but largely because of careful selec- 
tion for this quality over many years 
and many generations. As pointed 
out, fifty years ago lard or pork fat 
was desirable; today, fatness in pigs 
is no longer necessary. It represents 
a serious waste of feed for the farm- 
er and time for the processor and is 
a@ cause of complaint by the consum- 
er. The modern streamlined hog 
which has little fat and maximum 
lean is the kind which brings the 
highest return to the farmer, 

Mr. Lefebvre points out that much 
of the excess fat on pigs can be 
eliminated by careful selection for 
bacon type and more careful feeding. 
Good bacon hog carcasses provide 
the most desirable product and the 
least waste in the form of fat.

In addi- 
tion, Red Cross can supply free 
guidance, all publicity material and 
awards for swimmers, o.

Saskatchewan Horse Breeders 
Urged To Safeguard Interests 


REGINA.—Outlook for the horse 
industry is not too clear at the pres- 
ent time and this is a strong reason 
for breeders to safeguard their in- 
terests by maintaining a strong and 
active association, W. H. Miller, 
Avonlea, president of the Saskatche- 
wan Horse Breeders’ association, told 
the annual meeting. 

The meeting was held in the Hotel 
Saskatchewan as part of the Sask- 
atchewan livestock convention. 

Mr. Miller reported the horse popu- 
lation for all Canada has decreased 
rapidly during recent years and Sask- 
atchewan, one of the largest produc- 
ers and users of horses, reflects this 
decrease more vividly than any other 
province. In the past five years the 
horse population in Saskatchewan 
has decreased by approximately 140,- 
000 and qa recent survey indicates 
that 50 per cent. of Saskatchewan 
horses are more than 11 years old.

Recalls | Famous Race 


By Two Explorers To 
Reach South Pole 


(By Alton L, Blakeslee, Associated Press) 

Five men trudge south, always south, into a pitiless cold wind 
blowing from the bottom of the world, The South Pole lies near, 
after 73 days of marching on ski and foot. It is a day 40 years 
ago in a famous race between two explorers to reach the South 
Pole first, a day in one of history’s greatest dramas. They are 
seeing things man never saw before, solving some mysteries of 
the last great unknown continent. ; : 

Behind them the five men haul a 
sledge, laden with food, fuel, and

tent for their only shelter, 

Capt. Robert Scott and his four 
companions are hoping to be the first 
to claim the pole in England's name. 

But a question gnaws them. Where 
is Roald Amundsen? 

It was Amundsen who made this 
a race, Amundsen came with dogs 
to pull his sledges. 

Scott planned a many-sided scien- 
tific expedition and discovery of the 
pole. Amundsen made the pole his 
main goal, : } 

Both reached Antarctica in the 
summer of 1911. Their camps lay 
350 miles apart. The pole was near- 
ly 900 miles away. 

Scott starts out Nov. 1, 1911. On 
Jan. 17 the wonder over Amundsen’s 
whereabouts ceases, They see a flag 
left by the Norwegians. 

Amundsen reached the pole in 55 
days on Dec, 14, 1911, 34 days before 
Scott, and started home Dec. 18 with 
two Sledges and 11 dogs. 

Amundsen, 41, made it home, 870 
miles, in only 38 days with food to 
spare, He arrived Jan. 25. 

With him he brought rocks from 
the glacier-ringed mountains, new 
knowledge of the fabulous Ross ice 
barrier,) of mountains thrusting 15,- 
000 feet high, of efplorations of King 
Edward VII land, visited by other 
members of his small party. 

Scott, 43, came to the pole Jan. 17, 
1912, 

“It is a terrible disappointment,” 
his diary tells, “This is an awful 
place and terrible enough for us to 
have labored to it without the re- 
ward of priority ... now for the 
run home and a desperate struggle. 
I wonder if we can make it.. .” 

Jan, 29, They start home. 

Jan, 23, Petty Officer Edgar Evans, 
87, huskiest man of the five, suffers 
frequent frostbites., 

Jan, 31, Evans’ fingernails start to 
come off. Dr. Edward A. Wilson, 39, 
physician and zoologist, has snow- 
blindness, 


British army officer, finds his toes 
blackening. 


Down the glacier they came, 


Evans, weakening rapidly. Dies in 
his sleep Feb. 17, 

Oates’ feet grow worse. March 6, 
he cannot pull anymore. For 10 


more days, the four men push on, 

March 17, they pitch their tent. 
Oates knows he is compromising the 
chances of three other men. Oates 
walks out into a blizzard, They 
never find his body. 

Three men walk on for two more 
days, then put up tent, 

Only 11 miles on lies one-ton de- 
pot, with food and fuel for another 
week's march. They now have only 
food for two days, fuel for one, 

The blizzard begins again. Scott’s 
foot is so badly gone from frostbite 
he knows he will have it amputated, 
if he lives. The plan is made—Dr. 
Wilson and Lieutenant Henry Bow- 
ers, 28, will try to reach ene-ton de- 
pot and come back for Scott. They 
will start when the blizzard stops... 

The blizzard rages on for nine 
days... 

The last entry in Scott's diary is 
March 29, five months after the 
start: “I do not think we can hope 
for better things now. We shall stick 
it out to the end, but we are getting 
weaker, of course, and the end can- 
not be far...” 

Nine months later, after the dark 
Antarctic winter, a search party 
found the snow-covered tent, made 
by skis and the bamboo mast of the 
sled, visible above the snows. Three 
men lay in frozen death, 11 miles 
from a depot, 177 miles from the 
safety of their base.

There is 
iow a difference of 13 days between 
the old style (Julian) and. the new 
style (Gregorian), because, to the 10 
days originally annulled by Pope Gre- 
gory in 1682 there have — since been 
added the elimination of the three 
extra leap year days of 1700, 1800 
and 1900. 

Tt is also of interest to note that 
the same act which introduced thé 
new reckoning in England in 1752 
shortened by nearly three months the 
year 1751,-for it had been the prae 
lice to commence the year with 
March 25, the Feast of the Annuncia- 
tion, and the year 1751 so commenced, 
but the year 1752 and al] subsequent 
years began with January 1, 

So, the answer to our question is 
that a leap year, with its additional 
day in February,—the shotrest of 
all months,—is to make up the one- 
quarter of a day in each year over and 
above the 365 days. But inasmuch 
as there are actually 11 minutes and 
some seconds less than 865% days in 
each solar year, it further becomes 
necesary to drop thre leap years in 
every four hundred years to again 
making the reckoning straight. 

Around leap year there has grown 
up many traditions and customs, the ' 
now most commonly recalled being 
the alleged privilege “accorded to wo- 
men to propose marriage instead of 
being obliged to wait upon mere man 
to offer marriage.
